thoꝛity in dirdes ol Armes, and matters al 
warre, both within without the Realme. 
Out ol which office, this lower Conſtable- 
(hip was at the ſtrit dꝛawen e fetched, and 
is (as it were) a verie finger of that ſame 4 
hand. Foꝛ the ſtatute of heller, which His bega 
was made in the time of King Edward the in 
firſt,+ by which theſe lower Conttables of 
Hundreds and Franchiſes were firſt oꝛdai⸗ 
ned, doth amongſt other things) appoint, 
that fo2 the better kepingof the Peace, 
two Conſtables in cuerp Hundred & Fran- 
chiſe,ſhouldmake the view of Armour, 

So then, the name of Conſtable in a
